” R’nos moutons!” 

To tte frequent question from Amer- 
ican women; “What can I do for my 
ecountry?”’ there is one immediate an- 
Swer: practice thorough, farreaching, 
unremitting thrift; look more closely 
after your household. To curb long 
years of wastefulness, to introduce prac- 
tical and new methods in ordering sup- 


plies, and in using them is enough to’ 
occupy the time and attention of the 


average woman for the present. Such. 
drastic changes as the proposed new 
methods in housekeeping can't be ‘ef- 
fected without much friction with the 
powers that rule below stairs. -You can 
reduce the family diet much fr eas- 
ily than you can that of the domestic 
corps. 

That you can’t sevelitionize home 
methods without a certain amount of 
concentrated brain work on your own 
part is thoroughly illustrated by the 
incident which occurred recently fn the 
family of a well known north side 
woman. She is one of the most con- 
spicuous personalities in Chicago. Her 
great abilities, wide sympathies, and 
abounding vitality have united in the 
accomplishment of untold benefit to the 
city and her house is the scene of end- 
less hospitality, when you always have | 
plenty to eat. 

Full of the thrift mission she an- 
nounced to her cook recently that hence- 
forth the latter should leave all order- 
ing to her; that absolutely nothing 
should be telephoned for without her 
sanction.

Important concerns in Philadelphia, 
New York, and Boston protect them- 
selves in a measure by the five day limit. 
A bride to be in Denver a few years ago 
broke the camel's back by such a fia- 
grant abuse of the return privilege that 
from that moment the Denver shops 
ended entirely the whole syetem of per- 
mitting the return of goods they had 
sold. 

Of course the added expense of all the 
system of unlimited return of purchases 
is not borne by the firms who Nene 
it.

Never has there been a more appeal- 
ing, @ more popular window display in 
the “loop ”’ district than that made last 
week by the Infant Welfare society at 85 
East Washington street. Here, daily, 
mothers from the city’s twelve welfare 
stations brought their wee babies for in- 
spection by skilled doctors and nurses. 

Examinations of the little squirming 
naked mites of humanity were made 
right in the large, light windows beneath 
the gaze of a fascinated crowd outside— 


a crowd in which the men far outnum-| 


bered the women... Every little while 
Mrs. Benjamin Carpenter would go out 
and address the crowd in her gentle, dig- 
nified, yet convincing way, and explain 
the objects of the society, the scope of 
its work, and its needs. And many 
cards promising money were signed by 
passersby, who, 
had never heard of the association or of 
its beautiful work. 

Last year 9,927 babies were cared tor 
by the society. Its nurses made 76,439 
calls and instructed the mothers of fhese 
wee mortals how to care for them. The 


society mumbers 3,700 and last year its . 


members raised about $24,000, which 
means an average of $2,000 a year for 
each of the twelve stations—not an ade- 
quate sum to carry on the necessary 
work, hence this week’s campaign in the 
crowded “ loop.” 

Quite apart from war or philanthropy 
is the exhibit of Zuloaga’s paintings at 
the Art institute.
